
MB. SCHORR DBFBNDS BURNS. 



Memphis, Tenn., January 8.— In an intaiyiaw 
today Hr. John W. Schorr said that the reports 
going the lonaPs of the ne«ipai>er8 in regaid 
to the connection between jockey Tom Borne 
and Charley Ellison were erroneone. He said 
that Ellieon had never been neanager or repre* 
eentative of Bnrne, and bad never received a 
dollar for ccmpeneation for hie interoet in 
Barns. He said that Ellieon was simply an ad- 
mirer and follower or an enthneiast over the 
rider. He bet on hie mounts, and no doobt re- 
ceived soma information fron# Borns which 
caused him to continue on Borns’ trail. Ellison 
has never bad anything to do with engaging 
Borne’ outside mounts. Before the Turf Con- 
gress passed a role making it a law for the 
clerk of the scales to collect jockey mounts, 
Ellison did collect Burns’ mounts. That was 
in 1897. 

Mr. Scboirsaid that be was well aware of 
the fact that the press and public would be- 
come prejudiced against Burns on Ellison’s 
account. Not but what he believes in both 
Barns and Ellison’s honesty, but as Ellison in 
a manner posed as Burns’ manager, he wished 
to keep them apart and when he found that 
Ellison had followed Burns to California, he 
wrote his eon, John F. Schorr, not to allow 
Ellison around the stable and to keep him away 
from Burns. 

He also said that tie contract between John 
W. Schorr & Son and Burns & Waterhouse for 
Burns’ services stipulated that John Schorr, Jr 
ehould engage all of Burns’ outside mounts, 
but young Schorr wrote bis father that as Mr. 
Tuttle, Burns &, Watertouse’s manager, was 
better acquainted with the horsemen and 
better able to judge the nnonnts he voluntarily 
gave Mr. Tuttle the privilege of ecgagiog 
Burns’ outside mounts 

Mr, Schorr said that he had not received the 
details of Burns’ suspension and would not 
question the judges’ decision, but if they felt it 
was their dnty to hold a rider accountable for 
his actiors in private life be thought that a 
man with 81OO.C0O invested in racing material 
should be notified of what was happening. He 
said it was not tbe first time tbe boy has been 
cut of form. That w bile east in the fall of 1898 
Bums bad lived in tbe same hotel with him, 
eaten bis meals at tbe seme table and retired 
every night at 9 o’clock, but was out of form, 
and could not got back for some time. la 1898 
Burns rode 9S8 races, 282 of which be won, and 
as he has been corstantly in the saddle for nine 
mentis, is liable to beceme stale, track sore 
and out c.f form, as any man is liable to do. 
Mr. Schorr said that Judge Murphy had said to 
him last year, after tbe eeason was nearly over 
atSt. Ltuis, that be would be glad when it 
would clofe. as be was tired of performing tbe 
same duties every day ; and so it may be with 
Burns. 

He said that he believed implicitly in the 
boy’s honesty, and that if there was no fraud 
connected with tbe affair the proposed sentence 
was too severe. He also said that the reports 
that the boy was rich are greatly exaggerated; 
that he paid his mother and father 8500 last 
spring and E. F. Simms 83.500 for bis release 
from Simms to be able to sign a contract to 
ride for John W. Seborr & Son; that after he 
bad settled these debts be might have had $8C0 
or 8iC0 left, but no more, and possibly now 
might have as much as $10,000. He also 
said that Bums’ mother and father were present 
at the signing of tbe contract, and that Ellison 
bad nothing whatever to do with it, or in any 
way with Burns more than wanting to be tbe 
friend of a popular rider. 

Mr. Schorr said further that it would in no 



way cripple his stable if Burns was permanently 
suspended, as there were other riders be could 
engage, but in justice to the boy, he would like 
to see him given a fair trial, if there was no 
fraud connected with the ease, and from all he 
could understand, be did not believe there was.
